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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the motivation to combine references may be 
taken from the general knowledge in the art. The Nakata et al. reference is relied upon solely for showing nitriding both a peripheral and 
core region containing a gate insulation film. It is well known in the art that nitriding a gate insulator increases the endurance of the gate 
insulation layer, because, for example, it prevents additional thermal oxidation from occurring which can lead to reliability problems (see 
col. 5-lines 51-59). Lee et al. is relied upon to show conventional simultaneous formation of core and peripheral regions.. 
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
